SABOTAGE COURSE IN STEIERMARI^ 

The coiirse given to the students at the sabotage school in 
. tangenwang, Steiermark, was originally of three weeks duration* 

Tlirough an order :^rqm Berlin the course was changed to two weeks, 
including Sundays, The fpllaTd.ng subjects made up the complete 
curricultBn* tactics, demolition, map reading, riding, self-defense, 
and small aims* 

A, TACTICS 



A two-thour lesson daily was devotod to tactics. The 
organization of German intelligence and defense units v/as first 
presented briefly. Then defensive methods of German and Allied 
intelligence organizations were thoroughly discussed* In thig ' 
connection the Russian (GPU) and the Belgian units were singled, 
out* Tho latter had, according to Source, the best defensive 
set-up in the world^ Tile protection of German as vrell as Allied 
industrial plants from sabotage’ activities -vTas also presented in 
this connection. 



After this orientation the student was taught; (l) how to. 
prepare an attack against a target, (2) how to attack, and (3) 
how to behave in a retreat. In planning an attack he was told, 
for instance, how to identify: or make out false identification 
'Hipers, listen to people tali: about tiio tai'-gut he was to at'cacic, 
and gather all vital information. Then he vras briefed on hovr 
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to attack an object at its most vulnerable point and inflict the 
greatest dainage* Finally, ha vras instructed in the methods Used 
to destroy all evidence. As an example, the use of cnaxiy 
material could deceive the opponents intelligence units* The 
students received no practical esi)eflence in the field* The 
■whole course vras presented in. foim of lectures vdth big sand tables 
as training aids.

B, DMDI.ITIOM (sec Appendix I) . 

This topic apparently covered the greatest part of the cdUrse' 
since four, hours -VTcre given each day*' Of these four hours there . 
were tv^o hours of theoretical, work and ttro of practical work* The 
student vnxs 'taught the different methods in demolition, such as 
explosives, destruction by fire/ mechanical means, said electrical 
apparo,tus* Demolition by, chemical means ims discussed but not . 
practiced* According to Source, there was a radical difference in 
opinion of the effectiveness of chemical agents, Tliis school 
did not believe in it top much, whereas the demolition school at 
NEIISTREEITZ did, and therefore gave its students practical. experlenCG* 
The explosives of other -countries irero discussed and dcamonstrated, 

. and the use of explosives as to amount,' type, and place -vras taught 
and practiced. The greatest emphasis in explosive demolition was 
.placed on the use of the hollow charge method. Camouflaged ex- 
plosives (-tarnladung) were also shovm. In this connection. Source 
mentioned an explosive called tNipolit*, vrfiich has a grayish . 

black color cihd is hard as wood* It is completely safe to handle^ 
and when fired it vdll not explode. It bums like celltiloid 
and can be manufactured into all lands of articles such as canes, 
belts, etc. 

At the end of the. dGsnolition course the students made an 
inspection tour of a railroad repair shop, a power plant, and a 
mill. Installations rdiich danolishcd and would have the greatest 
destruction effect ivero pointed out by the instructors, including 
Source,

Nine to t-wolvo hours of the schooling vrare devoted to map 
reading. This included terrain sketching, use of compass, and 
fcmiliarizatloxi vdth signs md symbols* 
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The object of these instructions vrero twofold^ One v/as to 
give the student seme physical exorcise. The other puiposp was to 
familiarize the man ?dth the horse as a cairier and also to 
enable him. to handle a horse saddled and without a daddle*

The nomenclature and use of small arms and autcmatic weapons 
up to and including K.G. 1|2, was demonstrated and practiced^ 

Pistols of all armies were shoTivn and fired. Source in this coiy* 
no ction mentioned the Lichtziel pistole, (A flashlight attached 
to tho barrel of the pistol points at the object as a sight, 

. .However, the recoil of the pistol b\irsts tho bulb after a few 
* * shots.) Anti-tank tactics were taught in connection vdth an 
orLontation on all tanks, enemy and friendly. 

The purpose of tho anall arms course rras- chiefly as a means 
of self-defense, and all pra.ctical Trork ivas pointed to that aim, • 

III. GENERAL INFORMATION 

Students came from all units such as the Army, SS Jagdverbaonde, 
and Amt VI, The notice of their arrival was radioed to the scl^ool, £ind 
the men arrived with cover names which were used all through the 
course, Tho size of the of tho classes ranged frem six to thirty-five 
students. The average number of students was between 20 and 30, The 
secrecy of the school is best shoiivn in that the students coiiLd not 
leave the. post dtiring their entire stay, n6r could they ccnvmunicate 
lifith the outside world. They arrived and departed at night, At the 
end of the course the instructors assembled to grade the students 
according to efficiency, Tollingness, political attitude, physical and- 
mental ability. The students returned to their former units after 
ccmplction of the course. 

The political reliability of the student dofermined from 
conversations between instructors and students^ The student did not- 
necessarily belong to the NSDAP or any of its affiliated organizations^

LIQUlPTyTION OF SCHOOL ‘ 

llie school was dissolved in the beginning of April 19h$t Part 
of the personnel under '3S Hauptscha,rfuchrer>KR/iFFT was sent to the 
town commander of Binick^ur to report there for dutyi This group, 
consisted of about trrenty men. According to inquiries made, thcse„ 
men. did not report to Bruck but instead to the chief of SD in Graz'* . 
KRAFFT asked to be sent to the SS Police Chief in Laibaph, There 
is no further information about this group's destination. They were 
equipped witii horses, bicycles, rations, and T/O weapons,

Another transport under SS Unterscharfuehrei^, SCH]tJI.ZE was sent 
by vehicle to Salzbtirg and was to report to the chief of SS Police or 
to SKORZEIiT. Source does not know of this group’s fate^- 

After the school was cleared^ it was handed over to the control 
of a/ColoneltREITHEL of .the ■Combat Group Semmering, 
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The reraaiiiing group, consisting of 2INIvE^ STEIMIETZ, HESSE, MODER, 
SCHIvHTT, CZERNOCFJICZ, an2 si3C othoir men moved to the houao of forest 
ranger FEEBINGER; It was their intention to be bypassed bj’’ the 
Russians and roriain behind their lino for sabotage activity. In tMs 
compaction the building of two dugouts ims started of vihich one was 
caapletedf The finished' one at approximately coord, 913208 of Map 
Austria 1:^0,000, Mucrzaschlag (East) had food, clothing, blankets, 
one radio receiver, and tools* It is, according to: Source, not 
booby-trapped. Tlio unfinished dugout at coord* 9$6ll4|. of scaae map had 
small arms, . Both are in the British zone of Occupation in Austria, 

In the beginning; of Maj* ZlfflCE saw the hopelessness of the 
situation and sent some of the men home. After Source heard of 
the capitulation of Geriiiany, ZIMIE and Source also, decided to return 
hone.
